To Be Maintained in Cross Roads
Secition—Hns Been Agitated
For Several Months.

At Inst the Hepewe!l, (rosg daads
and Plercctown school quo tion seeiia
to have Lren solved. Taere has heen
a problem as to how many schools
should be mizintained (n these sontions,
gentlemen from the Cross Noads seo-
tlon helding out for .. separiate sciool.
Ture question has bYeen up bofore tho
county board of edncation for the pzat
several months and yesterday the. fol-
lowing order was issucdl which pra-
vides jor a schoeol in the Cross Honds
secticn.

The report of tuc board is as fol-
lows:

In tone caspe of the :whlllu:l of the
Cross Foads community for o scparate
school district.

In view of thve  faect that tie com-
munitics of Hopowell, Fierctown sind
Cross Roads scem fo be irreconelially
divided on the gnestion ol schools and
the fusther foct thpd for many years
there have been friction und bitter-
ness, on aceount of trying to . run
three schools in the two dictriets; for
a fingd seltlement of the matter, the
county board of education of Ander-
son county giant the petition of the
Cross Roads community for a son-
arate sciool district to be krown us
Cross Noads school -district No, 7i,
Anderson county; provided that the
agreement signed by Mr. W, L Tuek-
er and others be fully earried out
othetwise this  declsion to be vold
and of no effect: provided further thn
new Cross Roads district shall nat
partake of the public finds of the
aforesald d!Ptr{cla for the present
school year.
